\ H, All People and profeſfors of the Chriſtian Religion, my 
deſire is, you may ſee avd he ſenſible, how that the Lord 

God of Life and Power,hath manifeſted his Love unto the Sons and 
Davgkters of Men in general, and pur his Spirit in their Minds 
and Conſciences, that thereby they may come to the knowledge 
of the Truth, and be fayed by Faith in Chriſt Jeſus. Oh! How 
greatly doth my Soul and Spirit Travel for your Souls Everlaſting 
good, and that you may be gathered by Gods Spirit, and power 
of Holineſs, our of Sin and Tranſgreffion ; which all have fallen 
into by Diſobedience z which Sin ſtands as a Wall of Separa» 
tion þetwixt God and all Souls, jn which State all Periſh, 
except they come to know a timely Repentance, But 
the great and glorious God in his eternal Love, that made man» 
kind for a purpole of his own Glory, and to ſerve and Worſhip 
him in his own holy Spirit, would not that Man ſhould perith ; 
but waits to be Gracious to #1] the Sons and Daughters of Men; 
And in the Riches of his Love, hath found out a way in his Ke 
ternal wiſdom, for to reſtore Man out of his periſhing Condition; 
and hath Freely given his San Chriſt Jeſus, to lay dawn his Life 
a Ranſome for thoſe that truly believe in him ; and in the fulnefs 
of time, prepared bim a Body ta da and ſuffer his Heavenly Father's 
will for us all, that were by Nature Children of Wrath, The 
Righteous and Holy Ged,Caft out the Firlt Ada out of Paradice; for 
Tragſgreifiog lus jult & Holy Law,and notwuhitanding Man's dif 
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obedience, God hath ſent forth his only Son a Light into the VYorld, 
who hath Enlightened all Men that came into the VVorld, that 
by his Grace and Light which ſhines in their Hearts, they might. 
receive the knowledge of God in the Face of Jeſus Chriſt. 

And this Inward and Spiritual appearance of Chriſt in your 
Hearts and Conſciences, -you mult all believe ih ;. which lets you 
ſee your States and Conditions, ard whether-you be in aState of.

Faith 'in Chriſt which overcomes the VVorld? Inthe days of 
Chriſt's Fleth, he did many Glorious things withont us, and-/Dyed 
for our Sins, and was Buried, and Roſe again for'our Juſtification; . 
but until by Faith in Chriſt Jeſus we are turned from Darkneſs 
to the Light of Chriſt's Spirit within, which makes manifeſt 
Darkneſs, none can truly Judge what Condition their Souls are in, 
nor ſte from whence they are fallen : Therefore my Friends, it is 
in mine Heart to perſwadeallto turn their minds inwatd, and waicr 
on God's witneſs that he hath -placed in your Confciences ; for that ' 
will give Righteous Judgment. Come home to Gods bleſſed Spirir, 
to be your Teacher and Leader intoall”Truth, and out of all Errour, 
that ſo your Souls 'may Feed in the green: Paſtures of Life. And 


Oh you Profeſſors of all forts ! There 1s -a Travel in my Soul, that - /- 


you come of the Barren Mountains of .Profefſion wirhout, into the 
poſſeſſion of Chrift the ſubſtance within; who by: his invilible 
Power, Renews and Regenerates our Souls to God again, out of ' 
that deplorable State into which' Azam and Eve tell, by hearkening, 
r0 rhe ſubtil Serpent. 

I now remember my Darkneſs and Ignorance which T was in, 
when a Profeſſor of God, Chriſt, and Chriſtianity, and a Zealous 
Proteſſor without true knowledge; and therefore my. Soul is (till in 
Tarvel that all may know God and Jeſus Chriſt whom he hath ſent, 
in Spirit and in Power: For I was ſeeking. the Living among{t 
the Dead : And the laſt time I broke Bread and drank Wine, as 2n 
ordinance, I heard a Voice within me, ſaying, What zoeft rhos 
here, ſcekins the Living amongſt th: Deal? Heis not here he is riſen ;, 
and I can truly experience, I found not that inward refreſhment 
and fatisfation, until by the Power and Spirit of God I was delti- 
vercd from the Empty Forms and Shadows: Theretore my Soul

Breathes to God on your behalf, that you may retire your minds | 
inward, to be taught of God, as the Scripture often teſtifies, T hey 
ſhall all be taught of God, and that the Lord will Teach his People him 
\ ſelf; and the humble God will Teach of his Ways, 8c. 

And I Teſtify ia the'Fearof God, that none can V Vorſhip God+ 
acceptably, until in ſome meaſure they are made partakers of the 
Spirits Teaching, and have an underſtandiog by the Inſpiration of / 
the Almighty, andas they come to believe in Chriſt's Spiritual ap+ 

2arance in their Souls, he gives them that Living Faith which pus - 
rifies their Hearts,and by his Spirit they come to know the myſteries 
of the Kingdom of God: And until the holy Apoſtle was En- ' 
lightned, and was obedient to God's Power, and made partaker of 
the Divine Nature of Chrift within; he did not Preach the Goſ-- 
pel; neither can any among all ſorts of Profeſſors aflure themſelves, 
that they are true Chriſtians, without a ſenſible feeling of the Lite © 
of Chrilt revealed in them ; for it is not the Name bur the : Nature 
that makes true Chrittians, and- without true Faich we -&nnvt 
pleaſe God. -— 

Therefore it is of abſolute neceſſity, that all wait to know a * 
through Change and Renewedneſs to God in Soul, Spirit, and: Bos : 
dy ; tor God hath pur his -pure witneſs in all Men: that never con- ; 
ſeated to any Evil. - And it is God's witneſs that ſecretly Checks * 
and Reproves for Sin in all Men and Womens Conſciences ; there- 
fore my Soul deſires, that all People do mind the reproof thereof in / 
themſelves, which is the way of Life, to all that are obedient there- 
unto, and to abſtain from all appearance of Evil, which is'made-, 
manifeſt by the Light; and until People be turned to the Light, - 
which makes manifeſt the deeds of Darkneſs, they cannot ſee the 
Broad way, which leads to DeftruQtion; and alſo in the Light of * 
Chriſt Jeſus we come- to ſee the: Straight and Narrow way, - 
which leads to Lite and Salvation: But Ido ſpeak in grief of 
Soul, there are but few (in Compariſon with the many Profetlors) - 
that are found walking in the ſtraight and narrow Way : | There- . 
fore be you conſiderate, and turn in, to theway of God, which is | 
the Light of Chritt within you. Do you as David did ? He conlider- 
ed his ways. Chrift Jeſus is the Way the Truth and the Life ; and if - 
any Climb up any other way,they are Thieves and Robbers ie is the Door 
f entrance into Heaven:  Thereture Ibeicech all Protelio:s mo | 

ro. * 
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Prophaneſs, not to content themſelves with ſhadows any longer } 
but come to believe in Chriſt Jefus the Subſtance, the Light, the 
Life,the Door,the Way,the Truth ; and all that truly believe in him, 
for L::c and Salvation, = came to an inward Injoyment of him 
and feed on him, who is the Bread of Life, which Nouriſhes their 
Souls up to Eternal Life ; and it is the Experievee of a Remnant, 
that until you all come to retire your minds inwardyto the Graco 
and Spirit of God, there can be no fpiritual Growth Heaven-ward, 
yet there may be a Literal knowledge of God, but that is not ſaving, 
becauſe the letter kills, bur it is the Spirit that gives Lite to tho 
Saul. 

And it is my rejoycing in God, though in time of Ignorance I 
wet aſtray (and then iy Soul did mourn before the Lord) 
that through the Grace and Mercy of God, my Soul 1s cometa know 
my Teacher within, that Teacheth me to Profit ; giving me an un- 
der{tandiog in the Myltery of Godlineſs; for great is the Myftery of 
Godlinels, God manifeſt in the Fleſh,as the Scriptures Tefti bis 

Forms of Religion without Life ao not profit, and T have often con- 
ſidered how few in my Native Country of Ezglzzd, who made 

reat Profeſſion of Religion, and think themſelves good Chriſtians, 

now little of the Life and Power of Gadlineſsz and though the 

ſay the Scripture is their Rule, yer walks much Contrary ro Gods 
Command therein, and are far ſhort of being Real Chriſtians ; 
walking in Darkneſs, not knowing whither they ga. I ſpeak not 
this to reflet upon any, but to Caution all ta examine thei ſelves, 
and ſte how it 1s betwixt Gnd and their Squls; tor the Light clear» 
ly ſhews, ſach do not do the will of God, nor do they Confider 
their later End ; and that the All-ſeeivg God is nigh to Judge, wha 
will Judge both quick and dead, who is Striving by his Spirit Imme- 
diately, and by his Spirit Inftrumentally in his Servants and Meſſcn- 
gers, Which God hath ſent forth to warn all ta repent, and ta be- 
lieve in the Light Chriſt Jeſus; Therefore let the pure mind in 
all be ftired up, and let all be awakened our of their Spiritual Slum» 
ber in Sin, and awake to Righteouſneſs, and let the time palt bg 
ſuthcient, that hath been ſpent in Vanity, and Redeem your time, 
and turn to the Lord by true and unfeigned Repenrance; tor he or 
ſhe that regards Iniquity in their Hearts, the Lord will not hear 
their Pcayers, Therefore it concerns all co wait upon God, _ 
ifs 


he may give you Repentance unto Life ; for true Repentance 
God's gift, and they are bleſſed that are truely Humbled under the 
mighty Hand of God, in the ſenſe of their Sins : *Tis not every: 
one that ſays, Lord,Lord, but he that doth the will of God is Juſti- 
fied: And the truely Penitent mind is in a Praying Frame, and 
and there is a Praying continually by thoſe that believe in the Light 
of Chriſt ; and Chrift ever lives to make interceſſion to Ged for us, 
and the faithful and obedient ſhall Eat the good of the Land, and 
they Worſhip God in Spirit, and have no confidence in the Fleſh ; 
but rejoyce in Chriſt Jeſus, and are made New Creatures, and have 
put oft the Old Man with his Deeds. 

And I muft needs ſay, my Soul is fill in Travel, that all People 
may have their minds on Heavenly things, and make your calling 
ang EleQion fure ; and while they have time to prize it, for none 
can promiſe to themſelves one day : You are often ſaying, We mult 
all Dye; but I would have you refle&t upon your felves, and ſee 
whether you believe in Chriſt that Enlightens a! that comes into the 
World : And whether you bring your Deeds to the Light,and know 
dhem wrought in God ; for the Light of Chriſt will give righteous 
Judgment, whether they be wrought in God': And we mult all 
give Account to. God, and receive a Juſt Reward according to our 
doings. Therefore deal faithful with your own Souls, and fee what 
is the Frame of your Spirit, and conlider your ways anddoings. 

And know that he or the that Bridles not their Tongues, all 
their Religion is Vain: Therefore it is my Soul's deſire that you be- 
lieve in Chriſt, and come to partake of his Divine Nature, that fo 

ou may know Chriſt in you the Hope of your glory; for if you 

now not this, you are in a Reprobate State : And therefore let all 
be deeply concerned tolay hold of Eternal Life, and know Chriſt 
, dwel{1n your Hearts by true Faith that ſtands in the Power of God ; 
for it is not the Traditional Faith, nor Hiſtorical Faith of Man's 
making, will ſtand you inſtead in a Dying Hour; but the true 
and living Faith which ſaves, is wrought in the Soul by the Spiric 
ef God : SF herefore my Tender defire is, that all may retire inward 
to the gift of God's Grace and Spirit ; becauſe wha? 5s 70 be known of 
God, 1s 4, within, 1 Rom. 19. and my Soul with many more, 
doth witneſs the-ſame, and the day is come, in which God hath 
fulfilled his promiſe, and poured our his Spirit upon many Sons and 


Daughters 
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Daughters, and they Propheſic, Foel, 2. 29+ And God hath raiſed 
many Sons and Daughters, Servants and Handmaids, to Preach 
the Everlaſting Goſpel again in this later Age of the World, and 
Endued them with Wiſdom from above, and given them. know- 
ledge in the Myſterys of his Eternal Kingdom ; and in meaſure hath 
made my Soul Partaker of his Love in Chriſt Jeſus, and of his Spi- 
ritual Appearance in the Inward Man. A nd to the Praiſe of God 
I can ſay, the grace of God hath {0 Qualified my Soul, by irs ſecret 
"Teachings within, that when the Miniſters and Meſſengers of God 
came out of the North and elſewhere, to Preach the Goſpel of Glad- 
Tidings to the Poor, about Forty Years by-paſt ; what was Preach- 
ed in me, was openly Preached as onthe Houſe-Top in the Quakers 
Meetings, and my Soul did Cleave to them, and Readily embraced 
the Goſpel, which is God's Power to Salvation in all that believe, 
and which hath been Life to my Soul ever ſince; and my Soul was 
brought near, and into Acquaintance with God, and his Mefſen- 
gers were Inſtruments in God's Hand, to open the way of Life to 
me ; all Praiſes be given to God through Chriſt Jeſus. And now 
Life is with them, who truly Preach to the Spirits, yet in Priſon a- 
monglt the Children of Men , to deliver them that are in Bondage ; 
and the Preſence of God with them, hath cauſed many to incline 
ro God's Spirit's Teaching : For the great God that made Heaven 
and Earth, is ſetting up his Kingdom in the Hearts and Spirits of 
his People that believe; and is Calling to come to his Holy Moun- 

tain; and for ever bleſſed are all they that hearken to his Heaven| 
Voice in their Souls: And my Soul's delire is, that both Prieſts 
and People, would conlider in themſelves, to come out of Spiritual 
Babylox, and deny the Spirit of the World, and come to. the Spirit 
of God; for the Children of God are led by his Spirit; and the rea. 
{on why many are yet in Myſtery Babylos, is becauſe, the Blind lead 
the Blind, and both remain in Death and Darkneſs through unbelief, 
though the true Light now ſhineth in the Sons and Daughters of Men. 
Therefore TI belecch all in the- Love of God, to hearken to. tic 
Council Chriſt gives in the 2. and }. Chapter of the Revelation; 
To hear what the Spirit faith ; and until you feel the Spirit of Gpd 
. to quicken your Souls, and make them alive to God, and open 
; Your underſtandings, you are in Darknels not knowing what You 
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ſay, nor whereof you affirm in the Myſteries of God and Chrift 
eſus. 

j For our God hath appeared to his People in his Light and Grace, 
and given us an underſtanding to know him that is. True, and 
we are in him that is True; and by aliving Faith, are 
united in Spirit, and are not of thoſe that draw back to perd'- 
tion by unbelief, (as ſome do) but believe to the ſaving of our 
Souls, and by Vertue of the Light of Chriſt revealed in us, we fcel 
a Spiritual Grow th towards perfection : And though the Enemy be 
near to aſſault and tempt, and Transform himſelf like to an Angel 
of Light, and calls good evil and evil good, whereby in times paſt 
he deceived me, to my great ſorrow ; but by God's grace, which 
was nigh to let me ſes thedanger, he gave me Power to Abſtain from 
the appearance of that Evil, of which I ſpeak to Gods Eternal 
Praiſe; and where Sin abounded, the grace of God did more abound, 
and where grace abounds, felf is made of no repucation : And it is 
God in Chriſt that works all in us and for us, blefl:d for ever. 

For when the Corrupt Nature bears {way in us, ſich cannot ſtand 
in the Croſs of Chriſt, which is the Power of God to Salvation; to 
ſave from Sin, and todeny their own Wills and AﬀeCtions,and Fleſh- 
ly Luſts that Wars againſt the Soul; but they that wait on God in his 
own Light, they ſee when good comes, and may ſee the Encmy in 
all his Appearances and Temptations ; and by Gods grace reſiſt the 
Devil, who ſeeks to Devour that precious Sced of Life, that God 
harh ſowne in all; you have Read of Four forts of Ground, but 
one good, which is an honelt and upright Heart to God in his 
Truth, and brings forth good Fruit ; Icannot but remember that 
ſome of you that are now Profeſſors, were ſo about Sixcy Ycars 
ago; and it will do you no hurt to examine your ſelves, and ſee 
whether you are grown nearer to God and Chriſt, and what Fruit 
you bring torth: I know you have a Form of Godtinefs, examine 
whether you do not.deny the Power thereof? Are you not as formal 
asever in the Worthipof God, whom you confeſs to be a pure Spt- 
rit? Are your underſtandings made more Heavenly? Or do you 
not keep up the Form without Life and Power, which cauſes 
many to leave you? And are not ſome of you Proud and Vain in 
your Dreſles? and Ignorant of _ apnearing 12 your Souls, 


and 
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Bot, 
and do you bring forth the Fruits of the Spirit, as Love, Joy, 
Peace in believing ? &c. or rather the Fruits of the Fleſh, whereby 
you cannot pleaſe God? Let the witneſs of God in you anſwer, 

You know that the Great and Glorious God, 1n the beginning, 
made Mankind the Chiefeſt of his Creation ; but you Read in Holy 
Writ, Man fell from that pure State by diſobedience, and know that 
until he be Regenerate and Born agzin by the Word of Lite, and 
raiſed by” Chriſt, who is the ReſurreQtion and Life,Man is in a pe- 
riſhing Condition: And it is the deſire of my Soul, that all People 
may come to witneſs the Power of his ReſurreCtion in the inward 
Man, which Deſtroys the works of the Devil and Sin,which ſtands 
as a V\all of Separation betwixt Man and his Maker; for God is 
Holy, -and of more pure Eyes than to behold Iniquity. Therefore 
Fear and Dread before him, whois the Living God, that Changes 
not, but the ſame Today, as Yeſterday. and tor Ever ; there 15 no 
God like unto him; for he is a preſent help 1n the time of need,and 
univerſal in his Love and Power, Mighty to fave all that believe in 
his Spiritual appearance. Thereforeall Friends and I'cople every 
where, let none go about to Diminifh or Slight the appearance 
of Chriſt's Spirit and Power in the Soul of any Man or Men ; 
for God hath made me a living witnels with many others, it is 
our great Comfort in al] reights and neceſſities, Spiritual and Tem- 
poral. But ſome that are now Wile in their own Eyes, who were 
concerned formerly to appear for the Inward appearance of Chriſt, 
(with whom I had then Unity) now their Love ſeems to be aba- 
ted to that, and they like the Fooliſh Galatians, though they be- 
gun in the Spirit, now ſeek to be made perfect by the Fleſh, that 
is, in their Fleſhly Carnal wiſdom, and Literal underſtanding , 
wherein they are contending, Conceiting themſelves to know 
more than what has been manifeſted and made known tothe Wor- 
thics and Elders in Spiritual 1/7ael, in this day of Light and Life, 
wherein the Holy UnQtion is known, which Teacheth us of all 
things ; for he that firſt deſcended, who is the ſame that aſcended, 
and 1s Sct on the Right Hand of the Throne of the Majeſty in the 
Heavens, he is our High Prieſt and Miniſter, Heb. 8 and lives 
for ever to make interceſſion for us, being the only Mediator be. 
tween Ged and Men, which they receive the benefit of, who are 

; tru] 
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truely Humbled in the ſenſe of their own nothingneſs; thele do not 
exalt their own Fleſhly Wiſdom, but ftand in a Crols to their own 
will, and are eaſily Entrcated, ſuch Demonſtrate the Fruit of the 
Spirit in Meckneſs, Gentleneſs, and Patience ; w hicly carries a 
greater Evidence with it, than any Teſtimony in wordsonly : And 
It is in vain to Preach from other Men Lines, and ſpeaks from the 
Letter only, thofe things they do nor Experience, ſuch Preaching 
doth not profit the People, neither can they thereby be edified ; for 
the wiſdom from below,and Flcſhly knowledge putts up,and vaunts 
it ſelf, but the Love of God Edifies : And where the Iruth bears 
ſway in the Soul, ſelf is abaſed, and made of no Reputation. 

And the great and mighty God, is making good his Promiſes, 
that the People ſhall flow to his holy Mountain, and flee like Doves to 
the Windows, Ila. 12. 16. 

And the great and notable day. of God is come, wherein the 
the knowledge of God ſhall abound, and cover the Earth as the 
Waters cover the Seas. 

Therefore let every Soul be truly faithful to what they know,and 
be willing and obedient, ſuch ſhall Eat the good of the Land, as 
many do Experience, magnified be the Name of our God, faith 
my Soul ; which hath found the comfort of meeting with his 
People (commonly called Qzakers) to wait on Ged Forty Years 
by-paſt; and ſuch that wait on God in Sincerity and Uprightneſs of 
Heart (according to God's promiſe) ſhall renew their ftrengrh ; 
for the Power and Preſence of God is near to help ſuch, againſt 
all oppoſition whatſoever. 

But there are many People, that Content themſelves with a 
bare reading the Scriptures of Truth ; but do not know that Spi- 
rit that gave them forth; therefore ſuch greatly need to wait on 
God, to be inſpired by the ſame Spirit, that you may underſtand 
them; for Chrift ſaid to the Jews, you read the Scriptures, for in 
them you think to have Eternal Life ; for they Teltife of Chriit, 
but he blames them, for not coming to him, in whom is Life ; arid 
with ſorrow I tell you, that Life is wanting among many that 
make a large Profeſſion of Chriſt in words, yet flight and reje&t 
the Spirit's Ieachings ; fuch my Soul pities, and I Pray God to 


rend the Vail of Darknels, that is over their Minds, who think 
them. 
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themſelves good Chrittians, becauſe they have a form of Religi- 
on, and ſpeak good words in their own wills, . and Practice 
quite cofitrary. I accuſe none, bur let all be cautioned, leſt the 
are found falle witneſſes; for one ſpeaks in the Light and Liſ: 
of Truth'; but the other ſpeaks by Immaginations: And ſome 
outſide Profeſſors, that love the praiſe of Men, and would be 
thought ſomebody in Religion, are but Lukewarm, neither Hot 
nor Cold ; ſuch the holy God doth Abominate, except they come 
to believe and walk more Sincerely ; for God loves Truth inthe 
Heart, both of Male and Female. 

And the Holy Glorious God, hath Viſited my Soul. and hath 
ſhewed me, that as little Dzuid with his 'Sling, and Stone out of 
the Brook, ſew great Goliah, that defied Iſrael, and thoſe that 
_ took part with him were ſcattered ; even ſo the mighty God by 

his I nviſible Arm of Power, will ſcatter all Feigned ſhews of Re- 
lIigion without Life, and cauſe them to Vaniſh like ſmoke ; for 
which my Soul magnifies the Glorious Name of our God, in Co- 
venant with: his People. 

And now TI befeech all, that in any meaſure have taſted of rhe 
Love of God, to be ſtill incouraged to wait on God in Spirit 
and in the Faith of God's Ele&, which Purifies the Heart ; and 
Pray to God 1n Sincerity for Life-and Salvation, which is only 
to be had through Faith in Chriſt Jeſus. 

Therefore let all People Dread and Fear the All-ſceing and 
Heart-ſearching God, both of Profeſſors and Profane, and conſider 
how it ſtands betwixt your Souls and God; and Examine with 
the Light of Chriſt in your Conſcierices, whether Chriſt be Re- 
vealed in you, without which none can have Acceptance with 
God, nor Worſhip God aright, in Spirit and in Truth. And my 
Soul's defire is, that'yon do not negle&t the Day of your Viſitation 
till it be two late: And in tender Love to your Immortal Souls, 


I conclude this weighty matter, who truly loves your Souls as mine 
own;

Profeſſors of ir, above Eighty 
Years ago; and Ican fay as Facob did, when he built an Altar 
at Pethel, that God was .with me, though I knew it not: And 
I cando no leſs than admire the goodneſs of God, in putting his 
Fear into my Inward parts, that Idurſt not be ſo Wanton and 
Fooliſh as many other Children were. Whea I was but Ten Years 
Old, then I dwelt with a zealous Man'called a Puritan, who was 
perſecuted for Religion; and in that day Iread the Scriptures 
with delight, ard was many times broken into Tears, and did 
learn good part of a Book called, The Dofrine of the Bible, by 
heart. 
And about Twelye Years of Ape, Icame up to Lozden, and 
ſerved Eight Years of Nine by Indenture, and was tender in my 
Spirit towards God, and my Maſter Dyed of the Plague in the 
Year 1625. and Ipurchaſed the Ninth Year, but did not ſo well 
improve my time as I ought, which when I came to conſider, cauſ- 
ed ſorrow to enter my Soul, and my Countenance was changed, 
and I was exerciſed Inwardly, becauſe of outward ſtraits, but God 
made uſe thereof to Humble me; and the word ſounded in me, 
that God would Humble me, that he might do me good in the lat- 
ter end, and ſtill my mind was exerciſed about Religion ; and I 
kept Houle and Servants Twelve Years before I took a Wife, and 
the Fear of God in my Soul preſerved me from groſs Evils. 

And now I may ſay ſomething concerning my Suffering and Bani- 
ſhment,Rzichard Brows in 1560,or 1661. then Mayor of Loxdon,ſent 
me to Newgate, only for keeping my Hatt on before him, and there 
kept me Six or Seven Weeks without Mzttemus, and in: that time 
the Power of God in me,prepared me for greater Sufferings by Ba- 
niſhments ; but becauſe my dear Wife was very Tender, I kept my 
Thoughts from her ; and afterward I was carried to the Selfions, and 
was Sentanced to Baniſhment for Seven Years ; but ſoon after was 


called tothe Bar again, and the _ was offered me to Swear, I 
told 
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told the Court of the old ſaying, That thoſe that did Swearlwould Lie. 

Then the Judge ſaid, if I would leave going to the (Quakers 
Mzeting the Sentance ſhould be revoked : I anſwered, that was a- 
gainſt my Life. So Alderman Fredrick then upon the Bench, and 
Mayor Ele&, did moderate: the- Judge ; But I was ſent again to 
Nengate. 

And next Morning Hurried with Two more by VVater to 
Graveſend, and many Friends came to: take leave,of me, which af- 
terward returned to Loxdon, with my beloved Wife Sarah, and 
our Son 1/azc; and the Ship ſailed away towards the place intended. 
And though the Ship was Leaky, and wet my Ped, fo that T 
thovght ſhe might Sink, yet my mind was ſweetly reſigned to Dye 
in the Sea ; becauſe my Suffering was for Truth, and that did up- 
hold me; and all-thoughts of- outward things came not into my 
mind, but I was in Peace and Comfort all the Voyage, and in good 
health ; and to God's Eternal Praiſe, I did arrive-lately in. Jamaico 
the Fourth Month called June, 1665. 

And in a few Days after, the Governour ſent for me to his Houſe, 
and did- offer,that 1f-I would give Bond of Two Hundred Pounds; 
I ſhould have my Liberty in'the Iſland, which I refuſed, becauſe I 


was the Lord's Freeman. And after a while,the Governour re-' 


ceived-an Expreſs from King Charles the Second, co ſend nfe home- 
to England, And to God's Praiſe I ſtill ſpeak, and do teſtify, that 
it is z.Precious thing to forſake all for God and his Truth: And I 
now remember the laſt words I ſpoke in- Jamaico, to Jane ' Hiljar 
was theſe ; 

That Holineſs becometh the Houſe of God for ever, and we par- 
ted : And paſling from Famaicoby Sea to the Ship, it wasin my 
Heart to breathe to Gog,to preſerve me ſafe to England, and the an- 
{wer of God's Spirit in my- Heart- was, He would be fought unto. 
Some-time after, the Ship run upon BokhemiaSholes, where we loſt * 
Anchor, Cables and Plummet ; and-in the Night-ſeaſon I was con- ' 
ſtrained to break forth into. Prayer, ſo that all in the Ship heard 
me, and: the Wind Turning the Ship, and Paſſengers were pre-- 
ſerved, and: the Lord my God was wich me all that Voyage, and 
brought. be ſafe to. Lender,. the Firſt Day of the Third Month, '

h Y dear Friends, Breathren 8 Siſters, Iſalute y ou allinthe Truth, 

'Y 4 and in a Pure remembrance of our Heavenly Father's Love, 
which my Soul with-yours was made partaker of, when preſent 
with you,is never to be forgotten; and in the renewedneſs thereot, 
my Soul-bath-been refreſhed, and ar preſent is my Spirit rejoycing 
in Chriſt Jeſus, who is a Fountain of Light and Lite to all thar be- 
lieve, and obey his holy Spirit's leadings : And I having obtaind 
Mercy from the Lord, itis in my mind in a few lines to viſit the 
Seed of Life in you ; breathing to the God of pur Salvation, that 
we ray be preſerved together, in the Holy and Bleſſed Union, and 
pure Fellowſhip with God,and one another,in his Everlaſting Truth, 
which we have long made Profeſſion of. 

O how doth it greatly Concern you, and I, and every particular 
of us; to Anſwer the Loving kindneſs of our God and Father, that 
his Light that in meaſure hath Enlightened us, and op2ned our un- 
derſtandings, in the Myſteries of his Kingdom, may ſhine forth in 
our Lives and Converſations, to the Men of this Gen:ration, with 
whom we converſe; that we may ſhew forth the Vertue of his 
Light and Life, freely given to us in Chriſt Jeſus, tothe Praiſe of 
the Name of God who made us for a purpoſe of his own Glory ; 
and that you with me may-have an underſtanding, that a meaſur# 
of Light 1s given-to every one to-prefit with? For our God hath 
not been wanting to us, bur hath given his Spirit to help our In- 
firmities.; for of our ſelves we can-do-noghing that is Acceptable ia 
his Sight, but he hath blefſed us with Spiritual Bleflings, that our 
Souls may thrive,in his Grace and Truth that comes by Chriſt, who 
1s the V. i{ſdom and Power of God, to all that truly Believe, and 
Wait diligently in his Light and Spirit ; ſuch do witneſs him to be 
revealed in them, to give Life and Comfort to their Immortal Souls ; 
and they that in the Living Faith abide, ſhall obtain Vittorv over 
the World's Spirit Within and Without; but if we Suffer our

me to my ſorrow; for the Devil knew where to lay his bait in 
tempting me, and telling me it was good ;. but when the Light 
began to ſhine in my Heart, I found it to be as contrary to God, as 
Darkneſs is to Light ; and my Soul Magnifies the Lord's Power, 
over the Spirit and Power of Darkneſs: Therefore dear Friends, 
ſuffer the word of Exhortation through your Weak and Aged Bro- 
ther, who has long been Travelling towards $70», in that way of 
T'ruth, which leads to Reſt and Peace, and in a hearty delire;that 
you all may be found in a Spiritual Travail,and witneſs a Spiritual 
Growth in Chriſt, and be renewed in the Spirit of your mind ; : for 
he is come near to Judge both Quick and Dead; and they are Bleſſed 
that do put on the Armour of Light, and arebringing forth fruits 
of Rightcouſneſs before God and Man, they witnels the Comfort 
thereof in themſelves. And it any among you hath a Form of. 
Truth, without the Power, ſuch are Spiritually Dead; and Chriſt 
faid, Ye [hall know them by their Fruits : And you that are quickned 
to God, and have paſſed from death to lite, are witneſs of thoſe 
things; for Light makes manifeſt, and expels Darkneſs, which 
deadens the Soul to God, and clouds the Underſtanding in the My- 
ſteries of his Kingdom. 

O my dear Friends, let us Joyn to the meaſure of Light in our 
Souls, to know how it ſtands betwixt God and our Souls ; for ac- 
cording to his promiſe, he will ſcarch Jers/alem as with Candles :

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And if any be-overtakenin a fault, you-that are ſtrong and Spirirual 
to reſtore ſuch an one in theSpirit of meeknels is precious, and ſuch 
a Spirit doth well become the Children of Light ja this Day of 
God's Spiritual appearance, which, is broken. forth in Spirit 
and Power within, to Judge and ws. out of his People all that 
is contrary to his mind and Holy will : Therefore dear Friends, let 
us all wait to feel his Judgments upon the Tranſgreffing Nature ;

God; that which is near and dear as a Right Hand, or Right 
Eye muſt be parted with, yea, even Life it {c1f, if Required; which 
brings to my mind the preſerving Arm and Power of my God, 
both at Sea -and Land, in my goingabroad, and in my returning 
home again, and to this Day he hath given me Health and Lite, Spt= 
ritually, and Enabled me thus to write uato you, being above 
Ninety Years of Age, tho? with a ſhaking hand, I beſeech you to 
Receive theſe Lines in the Love of God, manifeſted through this 
weak Veſlel,for the good of yourjSouls; for with Longing deſires, 
I have ſome Years waited for ſtrength, thus to ſignifi the unchange- 
able Love of God, who brought me thither, where I felt your love 
to God, his Truth, and me aiſo; and have often thovght of the 
Lord's Servant Fohn, who was Bagiſht into the Ifle of Patmos, 
where the Myſtery of God was Gloriouſlly Revealed unto him, as 
you Reading with Spiritual ſenſes exerciſed may underſtand. 

And Pray bear with me, when I was on ſhore on the Iſland of 
TJama7co, a {rious mind did poſſeſs my Soul, and I faid within my 
Self, now am Lhere for bearing my Teſtimony to the Truth, 
what {all I now do? And the Lord being preſent with me, did Im- 
mediately by his Spirit, Anſwer me in theie following words, My 
Grace is ſufficient for thee, and by his Grace was my mind ftayed on 
the Lord, and tho' weak, God's Power hath been with me to keep 
me to this Day ; all Glory to God, inthe beauty of his own Holt- 
nefs, be returned to him alone, ſaith my Soul. And God did in - 
meaſure open the Myſteries of his Kingdom to me, and by kis con« 


ſtraining Power, {ometimes in the Meetings I broke forth in a few 
yords : 
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words in Prayer; and I now Pray to God, who is the Giver of eve:y. 


ood and perfeQ Gift, that we may all be kept low before him,and 
little in our own Eyes; then his own Name x. Power will- be Ex. 
alted over all, and Fleſhly Wiſdom inthe will of Mag where t 
Devil-it Seated, will be cal out, and Self for ever abaſed, and vas 
of no reputation : Farewe!/.
